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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed December 22, 2006 is entered and claims 1-22 are 
pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 to 22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is directed to a control circuit. 

Independent claims 1,5, 12, and 16 identify and uniquely distinct feature 
"feedfonA/ard means for measuring the cathode current supplied to the cathode of the 
display and for adding to said monitoring voltage a compensation voltage 
corresponding to said cathode current, low-pass filtered with a second time constant 
corresponding to the duration of a small number of lines and high-pass filtered with said 
first time constant". 

Independent claims 1 1 and 22 identify a uniquely distinct feature "measuring the 
cathode current supplied to the cathode of the display and adding to said monitoring 
voltage a compensation voltage con-esponding to said cathode current, low-pass filtered 
with a second time constant corresponding to the duration of a small number of lines 
and high-pass filtered with said first time constant". 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Chiu (6,573,669). 
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The closest art, Chiu as discussed above, either singularly or in combination, 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations obvious.
